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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


We have completed our first full year at the new Town Hall and are 
in a better position to prepare for the Town Meeting than we were 
last year when we were coping with such things as organizing the 
office and needing data which were still in boxes. The old Town 
Hall was sold and the proceeds deposited in the General Fund. 


Completion of the new Town Hall basement area was donated to 
the Town as a Community Services Room and dedicated by the Girl 
Scouts, led by Kelly Darling-Snow, in memory of Mary B. Wheeler, 
a long time Scout leader and mother of Jean Hoffman. A third 
bathroom was also added along with a more efficient heating 
system for the Police Department and Scout Room. The area is 
now being used by the Girl Scouts and Cub Scouts led by Kevin 
Wheeler. 


A water clarification system to remove residual iron has been 
installed. 


Thanks to the good work of the Cemetery Committee, a new 
section was added, surveyed and plots laid out by George Gline. It 
is estimated that this new area will satisfy our needs for 15 years. 
In addition, another section has been set aside for future cemetery 
use. The ground on which the Town Barn stood and which is 
adjacent to the new cemetery expansion was seeded. These 
improvements have greatly enhanced the appearance of this area. 


Apple Hill Road was resurfaced for a distance of 2400 feet 
beginning at the Junction of Route 9. The problem of poor 
drainage was corrected and this will help maintain the road for a 
longer period of time. 


The new appointees to fill vacant positions were Randy Smith 
(Road Agent), Doug Washburn (Selectman) and Robert Hummel 
(Fire Chief). 


A new sander was purchased for the F-600 Truck, and the wood 
stove at the Town Barn was put back in operation to help decrease 
the cost of heating the building.

The objectives of an internal control structure are to provide management with reasonable, but not 
absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and 
that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and recorded properly to 
permit the preparation of general-purpose financial statements in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or 
irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
structure to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of 
changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and procedures 
may deteriorate. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general-purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan 
for the year ended December 31, 1996, we obtained an understanding of the internal control structure. 
With respect to the internal control structure, we obtained an understanding of the design of relevant 
policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and we assessed control risk 
in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the general- 
purpose financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal control structure.

We noted certain matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that we consider to 
be reportable conditions under standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. Reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant 
deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could 
adversely affect the Town's ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent 
with the assertions of management in the general-purpose financial statements. 


TAX COLLECTOR/TOWN CLERK 
Our audit again revealed the following weakness in the Town’s Tax and Town Clerk collection system: 


Presently, the Tax Collector/Town Clerk works out of her home. Money collected is kept at her home 
all week until the Town Treasurer picks it up for deposit. This money is kept in a fireproof safe and 
may exceed $500 in a given week. 


According to RSA 41:35, the Tax Collector shall pay all the money collected to the Town Treasurer 
at least on a weekly basis, or on a daily basis at the discretion of the Commissioner of Revenue 
Administration. Such daily or weekly payments may be deferred until the tax receipts total $500. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Our examination of the Trustees of Trust Funds records disclosed that the State forms MS-9 and MS-10 
were not prepared. Since these constitute the Trustees’ financial statements for the year, they should 
be ready at the time of the audit. The Auditor prepared the forms in order to reconcile all of the various 
bank accounts. 


We recommend that the forms MS-9 and MS-10 be prepared on a timely basis and made available for 
the annual audit. 


A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the 
internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or 
irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to the general-purpose financial statements 
being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course 
of performing their assigned functions. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the 
internal control structure that might be reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily 
disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 
However, we believe none of the reportable conditions described above is a material weakness.

While the Town has a formal purchase order policy, it was noted during the review of the internal 
controls that there were many instances where purchase orders were not obtained. 


We recommend the Board of Selectmen enforce the Town’s purchase order policy and that properly 
approved and completed purchase orders be obtained prior to disbursement of funds. 


This report is intended for the information of management, and the Town. However, this report is a 
matter of public record, and its distribution is not limited.

A number of changes made 1997 a memorable year for the Fire Department. 
Richard and Barbara Connor, after a combined 35 years of willingly placing 
themselves in harms way in service to the community, retired from the Fire and 
Rescue Department. We appreciate their service and sacrifice -- they will be 
sorely missed. 


As a small all-volunteer department, mounting an effective response to fire and 
rescue Calls requires both effective skills and the proper equipment -- and we've 
increased our efforts to acquire and maintain both. This year, firefighters and 
rescue attendants voted overwhelmingly to increase our scheduled training 
sessions from one per month to one per week. Department members now 
donate from eight to ten hours a month to practice skills and maintain 
familiarity with our fire and rescue equipment. 


On the fire department side, we have focused on enhancing our "first-strike" 
capability -- the ability to get water on a fire as fast as possible. We've made a 
number of improvements in the configuration and deployment of our 
equipment, as well as filling in some gaps where vital equipment was lacking. 
The department members privately raised and donated over $1,000 to purchase 
equipment for this effort. And a resident's generous gift allowed us to make a 
leap toward our goal at no cost to the taxpayer. 


The capability of our rescue squad has also increased this year. All department 
members receive instruction in basic first aid, CPR and cardiac defibrillation, 
and emergency patient care. Our rescue squad is lucky to have two nationally 
registered Emergency Medical Technicians (EMTs) to manage your medical 
emergencies. In addition, we expect two more rescue squad members to achieve 
EMT certification this year. Becoming an EMT is no small accomplishment for 
volunteers, who must give up over 120 hours from their nights and weekends to 
attend classroom and practical instruction. 


Over the past year, the volunteers of Sullivan Fire and Rescue donated their 
skills, their talent, and over 1,000 hours of their time to the people of Sullivan. 
Whether in the worst of storms or in the dead of night, each of them takes pride 
in being there for their neighbors. Thank you, Sullivan volunteers.

The 1997 Fire Season was a quiet one for the Town of Sullivan and for that we 
thank you, the residents. The lack of rainfall made for a very dry and dangerous 
fire season which extended well into the fall. Your careful use of outdoor 
fireplaces or incinerators and calls to the Wardens with your concerns about the 
use of fire by others contributed greatly to the protection of our woodlands this 


year. 


There were only five dispatched Forestry calls this year. One smoke 
investigation, for smoke spotted by the Pitcher Mountain Tower which turned 
out to be an incinerator burning during the day. The other four were the result 
of trees that had fallen on power lines, two of which had the potential to 
become large brush fires but were contained to only small spot fires. 


In addition to the calls above, the Warden and Deputy Wardens also handled 
four Smoke investigations, the result of direct calls from residents. Six Illegal 
burns (campfire & incinerator), reported to me by calls from residents, the 
Police Department and as the result of over 150 hours of time spent patrolling 
the woodlands by the Wardens. 


The Warden and Deputy Wardens issued over 50 Fire Permits this season, and 
as a reminder, fire permits are required for all outdoor burning. This includes 
burning brush, incinerators or barrels and all campfires or cooking fires. 


On behalf of The State Forest Fire Service, the Deputy Wardens and myself, I 
would like to thank Rich and Barb Connor for their many years of service to the 
State and to the Town. Over the years, in the position of Warden and Deputy 
Warden, they have given countless personal hours in the performance of their 
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duties. This dedication contributed greatly to the prevention of Wildland Fires 
in the Town of Sullivan.

During 1997, the Sullivan Office of Emergency Management was involved 
with a number of projects and committees, Joint Loss Management, the E-911 
system, Town Wide Radio Communications, and Family Disaster Planning. 


The major project for this year was putting together the guide for “Preparing 
Your Family Disaster Plan”. The guide contains specific hazard sheets, sample 
forms and checklists, and an overview of the four phases of emergency 
management. The guide identifies the elements necessary to create a family 
disaster plan, and provides exercises for developing your plan. Copies of the 
guide “Preparing Your Family Disaster Plan” will be available at the Town 
Hall, at the Library, or through this office. 


As of December 1, when this report was written, the final mapping (or at least 
we hope it is) was completed for the E-911 system. So far this has been a long, 
drawn out project that at times has been very frustrating to all those involved 
with it. The major delay to date has been with the mapping of the town. Errors 
would be corrected and the maps returned to be up-dated, the up-dated maps 
would then be returned to the town only for us to find new and different errors. 
There have been a number of changes that have taken place in the E-911 
mapping office that I hope will resolve these problems, and allow us to move on 
to the next phase of the program. 


Again in 1997, there was training through the State Office of Emergency 
Management, and courses were completed through the Federal Emergency 
Management Institute in Emmitsburg, Maryland.

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During 1997, the Planning Board was active in a number of areas. Our most 
important concern was the revision of the Capital Improvements Program 
(CIP). The Board reviewed our current program and made several 
recommendations to the Selectmen for a new program that will go to the year 
2002. The most important change was a suggestion that road improvements be 
added to the list. As part of that process, the Board conducted a road survey 
which was added to the data that the Selectmen had assembled. We also drew 
up a road history which is designed to resolve disputes as to the status of each 
of our roads. A copy of that document is available for public examination at the 
Library. 


During 1997, we conducted a review of the active gravel pits in town which is 
required by state statute. One of our pits was closed and the second one will 
remain active until the next review. 


The Planning Board has continued its review of the current one district 
structure of our land use rules. We conducted a survey of the town and held a 
public hearing to receive information from the community. We hope to receive 
more guidance from the 1998 Town Meeting as to whether or not the voters 
would favor a large lot zone in the Northern and Eastern ends of town and a 
residential district in the center of town. 


We also drew up a change to the Community Planning Ordinance to allow the 
town to regulate commercial communication towers. That will be presented to 
the voters in March, 1998. 


During 1997, we reviewed 2 subdivisions and approved both of them. We also 
reviewed and approved two site plans. 


As always, we are looking for new members. If you have an interest in serving 
your town, please consider becoming a member of the Planning Board. Please 
contact the Selectmen or a Planning Board member for details.

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The Sullivan Conservation Commission continued its work to promote 
environmental stewardship and help safeguard the public from the effects of 
improper judgement. The land-farming project was completed behind the 
Church, a third and successful scrap metal collection weekend was held, and 
continuous efforts were applied in protecting some of the wildlife rich areas of 
Town. Special thanks are due to those hard-working members who have helped 
the Commission to attain its goals: Roger Sweet, Becky Cummings (Secretary), 
Jean Hoffman, Virginia Howard, Matt Burke, Dr. David Hall, and Doug 
Roncarati (alt.). Additional thanks go to Kevin Wheeler and Kenny Sprague for 
assisting in the scrap metal collection. 


Advised Selectmen and Planning Board - Continued communication between 
all Boards in Town 1s essential to the proper functioning of Town 
administration. The Sullivan CC collaborated and advised on several projects, 
including the cemetery expansion, the proposed conservation zone in the north 
end of Town to help protect watersheds and aquifers, salt/sand use on roads, 
and intents to cut. Participation on the Select Board (Jean Hoffman) and the 
Planning Board (Roger Sweet) facilitated these efforts. 


Attended Meetings - Chairperson Ann Sweet and member Rick Van de Poll 
continued to attend the Natural Resources Advisory Council, and helped bring 
to fruition a region-wide survey of municipal natural resource conservation 
priorities. Roger Sweet continued to chair the Ashuelot River Advisory 
Committee and reported back as Sullivan’s representative. Rick Van de Poll 
also served on the Ashuelot River Watershed Council Steering Committee, 
whose charge is to implement protection / conservation initiatives in the 
Ashuelot River watershed. Both the Monadnock Regional Conservation 
Commission meetings and the Annual NH Association of CC’s meeting were 
attended by two members. Additional training workshops were also attended 
on the “Dollars and Sense of Open Space” and the Shorelands Protection Act. 


Offered Walks - Three walks were offered for the residents of Sullivan and 
surrounding towns. On April 20", 5 hikers descended Ferry Brook behind 
David Hall’s place, and on July 26" +/- 18 walkers completed a loop from the 
Piper land, down the “New Road” to the Bear Dens and back. Finally, on 
October 26", Roger Sweet and Chris Pratt led 4 people along the old “Nurse 
Path” above the Giant’s Cradle area on the northern edge of Town. All walks 
were advertised in the Town newsletter.

Wetlands - Two wetlands fill projects were advised on, several forestry impact 
notifications were reviewed and blank permits were sent out to 3 landowners in 
Town. 


Solid Waste - For a third time, scrap metal collection was held, this time at the 
old Town Hall. Over 33,000 Ibs. of light iron and aluminum was collected and 
hauled away by Advanced Recycling of Concord, NH with a per ton rebate of 
$35.80. After transportation charges and rental fees, Sullivan took in $131.74 
and was left quite a bit freer of old, unused equipment! Many thanks to all the 
volunteers that helped make this day a success!

‘Sullivan Cemetery Advisory Committee’. This change was agreed to by the 
Selectmen on February 16, 1998.

Cemetery Expansion Advisory Committee 
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The Ashuelot River from May Pond in Washington to its confluence with the 
Connecticut River in Hinsdale was enrolled in the NH Rivers Management and 
Protection Program by the Legislature in 1993. Enrollment was based on 
support of the program by towns through which the Ashuelot flows and on 
documentation of river corridor resources. The program established the 
Ashuelot Local River Advisory Committee (LAC) for the purpose of providing 
towns with recommendations for protecting or otherwise making the best use of 
those resources. The Ashuelot LAC undertakes this project with the philosophy 
that the river corridor is a unique and invaluable feature shared by residents 
and land owners throughout its reach — truly a public asset. 


During 1997, the LAC completed draft chapters of the Plan for the river from 
Washington through Keene. The draft will be released for public review and 
comment early in 1998. LAC members will meet with local Conservation 
Commissions and Planning Boards in April, May, and June to discuss and 
possibly revise the draft Plan. 


The Plan presents findings and recommendations for land use planning and 
resource conservation in the Ashuelot Corridor. This includes protecting 
historic sites and natural areas, ensuring pollution prevention and responsible 
public access, and balancing river bank land owners’ needs with protection of 
the public resource. Priority issues in LAC plan are: protection of water quality, 
public education about best management practices for use of fertilizers and 
chemicals, and responsible public access. 


The LAC looks forward to sharing its findings with the river community and 
discussing plans to protect our river with all interested parties. The LAC also 
hopes to become a resource for information and advice to municipal boards and 
private land owners in matters of River Corridor protection. The LAC is also 
allowed the opportunity to review and comment on permits for environmental 
permits within the Corridor, but without intervention authority. 


The Ashuelot LAC meets monthly at the Southwest Region Planning 
Commission. For further information please contact me or Jeff Porter, SWRPC, 
at 357-0557. The LAC receives assistance from Southwest Region Planning 
Commission and the NH Dept. of Environmental Services Rivers Program.

while the construction crews worked on the library. 


Because we now have a fax machine, we have been able to obtain copies of 
periodical articles for our patrons. Our ability to do this successfully partly 
depends upon the availability of the particular periodical within the state. We 
have done this on a very small scale, but expect this new service to expand as 


word gets around about it. 


The summer reading program, Take Us To Your Readers, was very successful 
this year. The story programs were well attended; some weeks had over twenty 
children in attendance. We had twenty-five children sign up. Many of them 
brought visitors to the story programs. Over 200 books were read this year. To 
close the program, the Friends of the Library held a very nice party for the 


children. 
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On September 8, the groundbreaking for the new addition was held. We have 
been able to keep the library open to the public this year while the work is being 
done. A number of volunteers helped move books from shelves and emptied 
closets in preparation for the new construction. The project should be finished 
in early 1998. 


The library is still a member of the Nubanusit Co-op. This is a valuable link to 
the state library as well as other libraries in our region. We also belong to the 
co-op’s video exchange program; this membership allows our patrons to 
experience a number of interesting videos that our budget would not otherwise 
allow. 


The library would like to thank those who have provided support through 
volunteer hours, material and financial donations, snacks for story programs, 
groundskeeping, shoveling and flower planting. I am very grateful for the 
support of this community.
